Losch announced today that Violet Sharp, a maid at the 
Morrow home in Englewood, New Jersey, who was question- 
ed about the kidnapping of the Lindbergh baby, had commit- 
ed suicide. A servant found the maid's body in the pantry 
of the first floor. A'bottle containing poison was found in 
ber room on the second floor. She has been in the Morrows' 
employ for two years. 


State police officers said Miss Sharp had been question- 


ed three times prior to today. 
Once she had been taken to 


the Lindbergh home. 


Doctor Allen said that Miss Sharp was to have been 


questioned again today in connection with the kidnapping 
and murder of the baby. The officers, it appeared, are not 
entirely satisfied with her previous stories and intended to 
question the maid again. 


An autopsy was scheduled to be pel-formed over the

morning beneath the rubber floor 
covering in the automobile of her 
husband, which had been parked 
throughout the night in a lane at 
the side of the Heist home. The .32 
calibre gun found Wednesday night 
in an outside toilet at the Heist ad- 
dress, it is now believed, is the prop- 
erty of some member of the house- 
hold who attempted to conceal it 
after the murder. 
One shell had 


been discharged from the revolver 
found Thursday morning. 


Mrs. Spirindorf also stated to the 


district attorney that she carried the 
revolver in her handbag and not in 
her bosom as was reported by wit- 
nesses present at the shooting.

NEW TAX BILL 
PUTS LOAD ON 
ALL TAXPAYERS 


New Income Tax Rates Affect 
All Classes; Eliminate 
Deductions. 


Washington 
(AP).—Income 
tax 
payers in ail brackets, low, middle 
and high, will have to contribute 
several times as much money as 
they do now for government sup­ 
port if the increased levies on in­ 
come voted by the senate are finally 
enacted into law. The senate rates 
were agreed upon by house and sen­ 
ate conferees. 
Besides giving big boosts to the 
income tax rates, the senate bill 
eliminates the substantial deduc­ 
tions for earned income allowed un­ 
der both the old law and the house 
measure. 
Ratings Listed 
This year a married man with no 
dependants and a net income of 
$3,000 paid no tax because of the 
married person’s exemption of $3,500. 
Under the house bill he would have 
paid $2.50 next year but under the 
senate bill he would pay $20. 
A married man with a $5,000 net 
income and no dependants this year 
paid a $16.88 tax. Under the house 
bill he would have paid $37.50 in 
1933 and under the senate bill he 
would pay an even $100. 
The house measure provided for 
a $2,500 exemption for all married 
persons regardless of size of income 
but the senate bill stipulates that 
married persons with a net income 
of more than $5,000 get only $2,000 
exemption. So Bill Smith married, 
no dependants and an income of 
$10,000 who contributed $101.25 in 
1932 would dig down for $210 un­ 
der the house bill and $520 under the 
senate provision. 
The exemption of a single person 
under the old law was $1,500. Both 
house and senate measures permit 
$1,000 exemption for the unmar­ 
ried. 
A single man with a $2,500 
earned net income and no de­ 
pendants will pay a $60 tax if the 
senate provisions prevail in the law 
as it finally is enacted. Under'the 
house bill his tax would have been 
$23.75. 
. The difference is due to not only 
the higher rate of taxation but to 
the elimination by the senate also 
of the earned income credit. The 
house tax rate for the first $4,000 
was 2 per cent while the senate rate 
is 4 per cent. The house measure 
allowed 1214 per cent deductions for 
earned income. 
Under the senate bill persons in 
the very high income brackets will 
contribute from 30 to more than 55 
per cent of their net incomes to the 
federal treasury. 
A married man 
with a net Income of $100,000 and 
no dependants would pay $30,140. 
With a $300,000 income he would 
pay $144,640; with a $500,000 income, 
$263,640, and with a million dollar 
income, $571,140, or more than half 
of it . 
A married person with a $3,000 net 
income and two dependent children 
would pay no tax. 
If he had one 
dependent child, his tax would be

Training Course Begun For 
Prospective Hotel 
v Employes. 


New avenues for unemployment 
relief in the mountain resort sec­ 
tions of Pennsylvania are seen in 
the success met with the first hotel 
service training course recently com­ 
pleted in the Pocono mountain re­ 
gion. 
Prior to this year the big resort 
hotels recruited most of their skilled 
help from other states, but in the 
Pocono section, as the result of vo­ 
cational classes supervised by the 
state department of public instruc­ 
tion, scores of trained Pennsyl­ 
vanians this year will be available 
for hotel jobs. More than 500 resi­ 
dents of Wayne, Pike and Monroe 
counties enrolled in ten class cen­ 
ters last March, and after ten 
weeks of instruction, 384 received 
vocational training certificates of the 
state council of education, having 
completed the training course suc­ 
cessfully. 
In the Pocono counties theEe are 
more than 400 hotels and boarding 
houses employing upwards of 10,000 
people, seventy-five 
per cent of 
them coming from outside the state, 
it is said. The labor turnover has 
been estimated at twenty-five per 
cent. 
Also, it is said that visitors 
to the Pocono^ each summer spend 
upwards of $8,000,000, three-fourths 
of it coming from outside the state. 
The general situation prompted 
John H. Kunkle, superintendent of 
schools in Monroe county, to suggest 
to the state council of education 
that the department of public in­ 
struction sponsor classes in hotel 
service training.
